Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-70 and entry of new claims 1-27 in the preliminary 
amendment, filed 9/3/99 is acknowledged. In accordance with Rule 1 , 126, newly entered claims 
1-27 have been renumbered as claims 71-97.
